conferred until the early morning 
hours with Police Superintendent 
Joseph A. Le Strange.

No Comment from President 
There was no official comment 


from President Roosevelt, who is in 
Warm Springs, Ga., but it is known 
that when he heard of the "con- 
spiracy" which was to relieve him 
of his job he laughed: 


"Fantastic!" 
In Wahsington the charges were 


at first greeted with derision, but as 
the scope of the testimony became 
known officials of the War Depart- 
ment boiled with anger.

gandists seeking to disturb the talks 
now under way in London. 


Such a specific demand, he point- 


ed out. would be entirely contrary 
to Japan's iron-clad intention to do 
no more than remove what is con- 
sidered an unsatisfactory state of 
affairs resulting from the Washing- 
ton treaty.

Unfair Argument 


"To say that the United States 


has two long coastlines to guard and 
Japan only one is tin unfair argu- 
ment." the 
spokesman 
declared. 


"Such measurements cannot be used 
as a yardstick to determine the size 
and strength of navies. 


"The trade routes of America and 


Britain parallel those of Japan. We 
buy enormous quantities of raw pro- 
ducts for manufacturing and huge 
amounts of foodstuffs lor consump- 
tion. 
"To balance these purchases, we 


must ship manufactured goods for 
foreign markets, making commerce 
a. vital point in our existence and 
power. We must be assured of clear 
trade lanes. Our merchantmen oper- 
ate regular worldwide services." 


Reports Denied 


The spokesman, whose views are. 


clearly those of the navy depart- 
ment and thus of the government 
itself, denied Japan was demanding 
numerical or 
quantitative 
parity 


with the United States, and attri- 
buted reports to this effect to propo- 
gandists seeking to disturb the talks 
now under way in London. 


Such a specific demand, he point- 


ed out. would be entirely contrary : 
to Japan's Iron-clad intention to do | 
no more than remove what is cor- ' 
sidcrcd an unsatisfactory state of 
affairs resulting from the Washing- 
ton treaty.Hope For Failure

participated in the crime had Jelled 
Wilson with a- blow on the head. 


Life Sentences

pleaded guilty to participating in 
the crime and have been sentenced

For some time Dr. Francis has 


been conducting experiments in an 
attempt to isolate the influenza 
germ and has found that the dis- 
ease is caused by a sub-microscopic 
org-nnism so small that it passes 
through the porcelain filters which 
hold back ordinary bacteria. 
His 


work in this respect agrees with re- 
cent reports by three British scien- 
tists, Drs. C. H. ^Andrewes, P. P. 
Laidlaw and W. Smith and previous 
studies by Dr. Richard E. Shope. 


In liis experiments, Dr. Francis

_ Another long step towards 
the 
isolation of the influenza germ has 
been made by a New Castle scien- 
tist who is 
associated 
with the 


Rockefeller 
Foundation 
in New 


York City, Dr. Thomas Francis, Jr., 
son of Rev. and Mrs. Thomas Fran- 
cis, of Craig street. 


For some time Dr. Francis has 


been conducting experiments in an 
attempt to isolate the influenza 
germ and has found that the dis- 
ease is caused by a sub-microscopic 
organism so small that it passes 
through the porcelain filters which 
hold back ordinary bacteria. 
His 


work in this respect agrees with re- 
cent reports by three British scien- 
tists. Drs. C. H. Andrewes, P. P 
Laidlaw and W. Smith and previous 
studies by Dr. Richard E. Shope. 


In his experiments, Dr. Francis 


innoculated both ferrets and mice 
with specimens of sputum 
taken 


from typical cases which occurred 
in Porto Rico in September of this 
year. His experiments proved the 
theories upon which he had been 
working and he was asked to pre- 
pare an article for "Science" which 
was printed. 


Unfortunately Dr. Francis con- 


tracted the influenza himself from 
the animals with whic'-i he was ex- 


perimenting. 
He is now about fully 


recovered and has again returned 
to

That this cleavage will become evi- 


dent soon after the lawmakers be- 
gin law making is the 
practically 


unanimous judgment of the most 
experienced chroniclers of events on 
Capitol Hill. 


Since Theodore Roosevelt ran lor 


president as a Bull Moose, at the 
most recent calculation, it has been 
a commonplace that the Republican 
and Democratic parties have been 
nearly as alike as two peas; thab a 
realignment alone can draw a dis- 
tinction between voters, to give a 
meaning to their ballots, against 
one another. 


The elder Roosevelt and subse- 


quently the elder La Follette tried 
to effect such a realignment by the 
method of splitting off from the 
two old groups. 


The plan failed to work that way. 
But now, by accident, the two old 


groups have almost, if not quite, 
coalesced. Yet it isn't a satisfactory 
coalescence. There is, after all, a. 
dividing line. Is the country on the 
verge of a natural division along 
that line?

Statistics, previous records, and 


such don't mean a thing in the Ir- 
ish-Cadet battles — they aren't or- 
dinary games. 
The Notre Dame 


fourth team could play the Army 
varsity or the Cadet Plebes could 


j play the Rambler first-stringers but 
in either case you couldn't pick a 
winner safely before the game was 
over. 
The old saying, "all men 
are 


equal" applies to these grid battles 
every time. An aU-American is just 
as likely to be bottled up for the en- 
tire afternoon by & couple of soph- 
omore ends as not. No matter how 
superior one team appears over the 
other before hand or how many 
sensational stars are in the line- 
ups, as soon as the game starts 22 
men begin sixty minutes of foot- 
ball without regard to fame or rep- 
utation. 
Last season, the fact that N. D. 


was kicked around by almost every- 
body from Kansas to the 
Navy 


meant nothing as far as the game 
with the Soldiers was concerned. 
Spotting Army two touchdowns in 
the first half Notre Dame played 
poor football for three-fourths of 
the game but showed enough spirit 
in the final quarter to win. 


In 1932, the Irish went to New 


York, the underdogs, and given only 
an outside chance against one of 
the best Army teams in years. Notre 
Dame showed the East one of the 
best offenses ever seen with block- 
ing and tackling done to perfec- 
tion in pushing the Cadets all over 
the Yankee Stadium and winning, 
21 to D. 


The Army mule is capable of up- 
setting the dope, too, as they proved 
in 1931. The Irish were the favorites 
this time but they went down to a 
12-0 defeat at the hands of Stecker, 
Summerfelt, 
Brown, 
and 
Co. 
Schwartz, Melinkovich, Sheeketski, 
and the rest were stopped by an in- 
spired Army team that played like 
a pack of demons. 
In 1930, Notre Dame had, what 


is considered by many, the greatest 
grid machine ever assembled. High 
scores, perfect plays, each -player an 
individual star, color and glamour 
went hand in hand with the team. 
All this was known to the Cadets 
when they went on Soldiers' Field 
in Chicago for the game but 
al- 


though it had awed such teams as 
Penn and Pitt, Notre Dame was Just 
another football squad to the Army. 
The teams battled three scoreless 
periods in a sea of mud but in the 
final quarter the Irish squeezed out 
a 1-6 victory. 


You can follow the rivalry back to 


1913 but you'll find the same story 
each year. Sometimes 
the 
Army 


wins, more often the Irish come 
through, but whatever the result it 
never has any connection with the 
pre-game dope. 


Anything may happen In that 


game In New York, Saturday. Don't 
feel certain that Buckler will make 
long runs, that Stillman will smear 
Irish plays, that Millner will block 
a punt, or that 
Shakespeare 
will 


break loose. The subs often outshine 
the stars in this annual Tid classic. 
Each player is only an individual 
with a number on his back; famous 
reputations mean little when Notre 
Dame and Army meets.

such don’t mean a thing in the Ir- 
ish-Cadet battles—they aren’t or­ 
dinary games. 
The Notre Dame 
fourth team could plav the Army 
varsity or the Cadet Plebes could 
j play the Rambler first-stringers but 
in either case you couldn’t pick a 
winner safely before the game was 
over. 
The old saying, “all 
men 
equal” applies to these grid battles 
every time. An all-American is just 
as likely to be bottled up for the en­ 
tire afternoon by a couple of soph­ 
omore ends as not. No matter how 
superior one team appears over the 
other before hand or how 
many 
sensational stars are in the line­ 
ups, as soon as the game starts 22 
men begin sixty minutes of foot­ 
ball without regard to fame or rep­ 
utation. 
Last season, the fact that N. D. 
was kicked around by almost every­ 
body from Kansas to 
the 
Navy 
meant nothing as far as the game 
with the Soldiers was concerned. 
Spotting Army two touchdowns in 
the first half Notre Dame played 
poor football for three-fourths of 
the game but showed enough spirit 
in the final quarter to win. 
In 1932, the Irish went to New 
York, the underdogs, and given only 
an outside chance against one of 
the best Army teams in years. Notre 
Dame showed the East one of the 
best offenses ever seen with block­ 
ing and tackling done to perfec­ 
tion in pushing the Cadets all over 
the \ ankee Stadium and winning, 
21 to 0. 
The Army mule is capable of up­ 
setting the dope, too, as they proved 
in 1931. The Irish were the favorites 
this time but they went down to a 
12-0 defeat at the hands of Stecker, 
Summerfelt, 
B ro w n , 
and 
Co. 
Schwartz, Melinkovich, 
Sheeketski, 
and the rest were stopped by an in­ 
spired Army team that played like 
a pack of demons. 
In 1930, Notre Dame had, what 
is considered by many, the greatest 
grid machine ever assembled. High 
scores, perfect plays, each player an 
individual star, color and glamour 
went hand in hand with the team. 
All this was known to the Cadets 
when they went on Soldiers’ Field 
in Chicago for the game but 
al­ 
though it had awed such teams as 
Penn and Pitt, Notre Dame was just 
another football squad to the Army. 
The teams battled three scoreless 
periods in a sea of mud but in the 
final quarter the Irish squeezed out 
a 7-6 victory. 
You can follow the rivalry back to 
1913 but you’ll find the same story 
each year. Sometimes 
the 
Army 
wins, more often the Irish 
come 
through, but whatever the result it 
never has any connection with the 
pre-game dope. 
Anything may happen in 
that 
game in New York, Saturday. Don’t 
feel certain that Buckler will make 
long runs, that Stillman will smear 
Irish plays, that Millne- will block 
a punt, or that 
Shakespeare 
will 
break loose. The subs often outshine 
the stars in this annual «rid classic. 
Each player is only an individual 
with a number on his back; famous 
reputations mean little when Notre 
Dame and Army meets.

HABRISBUBG, Nov. 21.—B a t e 


reductions totalling almost $1,500,- 
000 annually by 16 Pennsylvania 
utility companies were announced 
today by the Public Service com- 
mission as the first result o£ its 
campaign to slash utility profits to 
six per cent. 


Most of the new rate schedules 


will go into effect on January 1, 
1935. Domestic and c o m m e r c i a l 
consumers alike will share in the 
reductions -which will alfect rates 
in all sections of the state. 


The reductions will be made by 


seven electric companies, six gas 
concerns, two telephone companies 
and one water concern. 


Ten of the 16 companies voluntar- 


ily reducing rates are doing so as a 
direct result of letters sent by the 
commission last month to 50 com- 
panies requesting them to cut rates 
to a six per cent return or show 
cause why this could, not be done. 
November 15 was the last day for 
filing answers. 


Three other reductions were made, 


the commission said, as an indirect 
result of the campaign which start- 
ed with the mailing of the 50 let- 
ters. These other reductions re- 
sulted from informal conferences 
between utility companies and the 
commission.

Dr. Bennett Sees 
Jobless Insurance 
Nearing For State 


Believes 
Legislation 
Coming, 
He Says Upon Return 
From Harrisburg 


Belief th at some form of unem ­ 
ployment insurance legislation will 
be placed before the Pennsylvania 
legislature early in 1935 was express­ 
ed today by Dr. G. S. Bennett. cham- 
m an of the Lawrence County Em er­ 
gency Relief board, home from the 
In ter-state 
Conference 
on 
Labor 
Compacts at Harrisburg. 
After pointing out th at the in ter­ 
state conference is one which has 
as its chief function the drafting of 
social legislation for various states, 
Dr. B ennett declared: 
“Two 
unemployment 
insurance 
plans—the Wisconsin and Ohio plans 
—were discussed by Dr. W. N. Leiser- 
son, chairm an of the National R ail­ 
way M ediation 
board, 
before 
the 
conference, and this address im­ 
pressed us.” 
Dr. Bennett said (he Ohio plan 
seemed to meet greater favor with 
the group than the Wisconsin plan 
did. 
Under the Ohio plan the employer 
pays two per cent of the employe’s 
salary while the employe himself 
pays one per cent to a state fund

Under ihe Ohio plan no addition­ 
al state taxation is imposed for this 
insurance; the employer and em ­ 
ployes pay. The money will be paid 
into a fund which will be under the 
supervision of the federal govern­ 
m ent and which will likely be turned 
ever to the Federal Reserve for in­ 
vestment. 
An employe, Dr. Bennett said, u n ­ 
der the Ohio plan receives 50 per 
cent of his norm al salary for a pe­ 
riod of 20 weeks when he loses his 
job. 
T hat is based on a three per 
cent payment. If the paym ent per­

would be continued over a longer 
time.

filing answers.

the commission said, as an indirect 
result of the campaign which start- 
ed with the mailing of the 50 let- 
ters.

between utility companies and the 
commission.

legislature early in 1935 was express- 
ed today by Dr. G. S. Bennett, chair- 
man of the Lawrence County Emer- 
gency Relief board, home from the 
Inter-state 
Conference on 
Labor 


Compacts at Harrisburg. 


After pointing out that the inter- 


state conference is one which has 
as its chief function the drafting of 
social legislation for various states, 
Dr. Bennett declared: 


"Two 
unemployment 
insurance 


plans—the Wisconsin and Ohio plans 
—were discussed by Dr. W. N. Lciser- 
son, chairman of the National Rail- 
way Mediation board, before 
the 


conference, and this address im- 
pressed us." 


Dr. Bennett said the Ohio plan 


seemed to meet greater favor with 
the group than the Wisconsin plan 
did. 


Under the Ohio pl;m the employer 


pays two per cent of the employe's 
salary while the employe himself 
pays one per cent to a state fund 


for jobless insurance. 
Under the 


Wisconsin plan the employer pays a 
percentage and the employe pays 
none. 


"Governor-elect Earle," Dr. Ben- 


nett said, "wired the conference of 
his interest in the unemployment in- 
surance drive." 


The relief head here went on to 


further report the conference as fol- 
lows: 


Under the Ohio plan no addition- 


al sfatc taxation is imposed for this 
insurance; the employer and em- 
ployes pay. The money will be paid 
into a fund which will be under the 
supervision of the federal govern- 
ment and which will likely be turned 
ever to the Federal Reserve for in- 
vestment. 


An. employe, Dr. Bennett said, un- 


der the Ohio plan receives 50 per 
cent of his normal salary for a pe- 
riod of 20 weeks when he loses his 
job. That is based on a three per 
cent payment. If the payment per- 
centage of the employer and em- 
ploye is increased 
tho payments 


would be continued over a longer 
time.
